Messrs. F. A. AND A. J. DREXEL, of Phil- 
adelphia, have communicated to the South 
Park Commissioners their intention to erect 
on the Drexel boulevard, at a point already 
designated, a memorial fountain whose 
foundation will cover an area of 400 square 
feet, and the hight of which to the top of 
the statue will be thirty-five feet, the whole 
to cost about $40,000, in recognition of the 
Drexel boulevard having been named after 
their father, the late Francis Drexel. The 
offer has been accepted. 


GREENBACK State Conventions were held 
in New York, Massachusetts, and Mississippi 
yesterday. The Massachusetts tiatists met 
at Worcester and adopted resolutions of the

CHARLES JosEPH Fay, Home-Rule mem- 
ber of Parliament for Cavan, is to be ap- 
pointed Solicitor to the lrish Land Court. 
The appointment of Fay goes to show @hat 
even the best of Liberal English Govern- 
ments have no scruples in dealing with Trish 
political matters. Fay was elected as 
a Home-Ruler, and on the pledge that 
he would act with Parnell. He failed 
to carry out his pledges, and now receives 
the reward of his treachery. Personally Fay 
is wholly unfit for the position. He has no 
standing as an attorney, and is nearly half 
his time under the influence of liquor. Egan, 
the Land-League Treasurer, will probably be 
elected to succeed Fay. 


Tne Conservative papers of Germany, 
which have hitherto been rather hostile to 
the Jews, and which have tended to foment 
the anti-Jewish riots, have changed their 


. tone since the German Emperor expressed 


dissatisfaction at ‘the anti-Jewish agitation. 
The Progressist papers, which ‘are largely 
under the influence of the Jews, affect to re- 
gard the change of tone as a great victory 
over Bismarck, whom they accuse of sup- 
porting the Jew-haters. It appears that the 
Progressist papers are now in danger of 
going too far. Their expressions of satisfac-

IRELAND is threatened with a new political 
part), as if there were not enough political 
factions in the unfortunate island already.

Duffy was the leader, or one of the 
leaders, of the Tenant-Right party of 1852, 
and after the break of that faction of office- 
seekers left ireland, as he expressed it, a 
corpse on the dissecting-table,” and took up 
his residence in Melbourne.

The attendants of the President report this 
morning that the latter had a very quiet, 
comfortable night, sleeping longer at a time 
than heretofore and showing less restlesness. 
Before the morning examination he expressed 
a desire for food, and Dr. Bliss warmed 
slightly and gave him about four ounces of 
beef extract, which he swallowed with ap- 
parent satisfaction. In a brief interview 
with a reporter, after the morning bul- 
letin appeared, Dr. Bliss said the 
President had a very good night 
and was doing well. The glandular swelling 
had not, he said, perceptibly changed in ap- 
pearance since yesterday, but he thought it 
seemed a very littie softer to the touch. The 
wound continued to present a healthy and in 
every way a satisfactory appearance. Gen- 
erally speaking, the patient’s condition this 
forenoon is about the same as last evening. 
The slight improvement which was then 
noted is fully maintained, and there has been 
a little additional gain in the capacity for 
nourishment. 

11:30 P. . 

Dr. Agnew has just arrived from Phila- 
delphia, and was rapidly driven to the White 
House. He comes in answer to a telegram 
stating that it had been determined to decide 
to-night whether the President could be re- 
moved from the White House. The im- 
pression is that this would not have been 
considered unless the situation were grave. 
The consultation is now proceeding. 

1:45 P. M. 

Since the noon examination the surgeons 
have lanced the President's inflamed parotid 
gland. and liberated a small quantity of pus. 
The patient did not take any anesthetic, 
and did not seem much weakened by the 
operation. His pulse immediately afterward 
went up to 115, but soon receded, and is. now 
104. Dr. Reyburn says the results are en- 
tirely satisfactory, and this information is 
entirely eonfirmed by Dr. Hamilton. 

23:15 P. M. 

As stated iu the official bulletin this morn- 
ing, the swelling of the President's parvti 
giand, although it had not perceptibly 
changed in appearance since yesterday, 
seemed a little softer to the touch. As a 
more careful examination, made later in the 
day, convinced the surgeons that the pus 
had already begun to form, and as the pa- 
tient’s condition was satisfactory, it was de- 


cided to make an incision immediately after. 


the noon examination. The operation was 4 
comparatively trifling one, and was performed 

by Dr. Hamiiton, without the use of anws- 
thetics, local or general, but with antiseptic 
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in bulk to two medium-sized peas. The 
President’s pulse went to 115 immediately 
after the operation, but soon began to recede, 
and in half an hour had fallen to the point 
at which it stood when the examination was 
made for the noon bulletin—viz.: 104 The 
patient is now resting quietly and his general 
condition isin no respect worse than before 
the incision was made. It is thought there 
will now be no further trouble with the 
parotid gland, since, if more pus forms, it 
can readily escape through this opening.

In the fore- 
most ranks of theseis his very optimistic 
attending physician. The public received

ABANDONED ALL HOPE. 


Still itis not to be forgotten that the Pres- 


dent is, as Secretary Biaine’s dispatch de- 
scribed him, “an extraordinarily weak, 
emaciated, and exhausted man.“ ‘The start- 
ling description of the emaciation ot the 
President given by Mr. Blaine has been de- 
nied in effect by some of the physi- 
cians, but Mrs. Dr. Edson, who has spent 
more hours by the President’s bedside than 
any other person, this morning confirms that 
statement in all its detaiis.

THE DAY. 
IT OPENS WITH A GREAT DEAL OF HOPE.

Wasninetor, D. C., Aug. 24.—The day 

opened with a great deal of hope. It ends 
with hope so far asit seems certain that there 
is an improved condition of the stomach, but 
a new element was introduced in the case 
after the noonday bulletin. and what the re- 
suit is to be has yet to be determined. It was 
noticed that, while the President had a good 
night and slept more, he seemed to have 
really a little appetite, and had taken so 
much liquid food thatit was thought pru- 
dent foratime to discontinue the use of 
the nourishing injections. Still the pulse 
and temperature were quite high. They 
were higher at noon, the temperature hav- 
ing increased nearly a degree, and the bulle- 
tin was of that non-committal character

It was determined to open the abscess, for 
while the physicians do not choose to give 
that term to it in effect, the swelling is an 
abscess resulting from the form of blood- 
poisoning kno as septicemia. That it is 
septicemia is the highest authority,— 
that of Dr. Aguew himself. The President 
has thus far insisted that all operations shall 
be performed by the consulting surgeons, and 
he to-day requested that Dr. Hamilton (Dr. 
Agnew not being in the city) should use the 
knife. Noether was administered in any 
form, as the condition of the President’s stom- 
ach would not warrant such a risk, and as the 
operation was to be short and not excessively 
painful. The President, notwithstanding his 
weak state, had the ceurage to endure it. 
All that was used was a carbolized spray for 
antiseptic purposes, 

AN INCISION WAS MADE 

just below and a little forward of the right 
ear, and half an inch long and half an inch 
deep. The result was the discharge of some- 
thing less than a thimbleful of pus. The in- 
cision was not made as it would 
have been had it been for the ovbur- 
pose of solely opening the abscess. 
The swelling, indeed, did not appear to 
have been fully ripe for opening, but tt was 
deemed wiser to open it at this stage than to 
incur the risk of permitting the pus to find 
some natural outlet, the nearest of which 
would be the ear, bringing the poisonous 
matter in dangerous proximity to the brain. 
Another reason for making the incision to- 
day was to relieve the tension of the muscles 
about the President’s face and mouth caused 
by the swelling, which occasioned a great 
deal of irritation and annoyance, and doubt- 
less was the cause of some fever, The Presi- 


dent was 
SOMEWHAT EXGITED 


during the operation, and his pulse rose to 
110 shortly afterwards, but soon fell to 104, 
That it should rise to 115, Dr. Boynton says, 
is not extraordinary, as it often reaches that 
figure in the course of the day whenever an 
unusual excitement occurs or when the 
wound is dressed: but the physicians are 
agreed that the operation was successful, al- 
though they do not care to call it an opera- 
tion. That word seems to have an unpleas- 
apt sound to them. For that matter, 
none of the various cuts into the 
President have béen deemed worthy 
by them to be called operations, 
the first one notably having been described 
as the puncturing of a pus-bag. It is too 
early to learn whether any injurious effects 
are likely to follow from this new incision.

MORTON, THE BIGAMIST.

Boston, Aug. 24.—Counsel for Morton, the 
bigamist and forger, have filed an applica- 
tion for a writ of habeas corpus, and a hear- 
ing will be given in Boston Friday morning. 
It is claimed in the petition, which is signed 
by Hudlong A. Morton, that Marvin is not 
his right name, and that the warrant surren- 
dering him to the Virginia authori- 
ties, sigued by Lieut.-Gov. Weston, 
has been issued without authority of 
law and improvidently. The prisoner was to 
have started on his way South this after- 
noon, but is doubtful nowif he goes before 
next week. There are two other requisitions 
by Gov.

No prosecution was made in 
the case, as notoriety was not courted. 


ARRESTED FOR MURDER.

‘ ToLepo, O., Aug. 24.—Peter Cole was 
brought to this city to-night from Deshler, 
forty miles from here, where this evening he 
committed a most desperate and determined 
murder, The victim was John Harmon, and 
the murder grew out of a feud of long stand- 
ing between the two. Harmon was the pro- 
prietor of a livery-stable at Deshler, and had 
been City Marshal. Harmon leaves a wife 
and two children. A short time ago Cole 
shot at Harmon, but missed him. He was 
tried for this and acquitted.

INDICTED FOR FORGERY.

MISTAKEN CLEMENCY.

He 
fled, but was soon captured and obtained an 
impartial trial before Judge Galt, who sen- 
tenced him toa seven years’ term in the King- 
ston Penitentiary. IIIis wife, who was spoken 
of as a sensible, good-looking young woman, 
recovered from the fearful abuse, but her 
features were so distigured that her appear- 
ance excited indignation and pity among her 
friends and loathsomeness among strangers. 
Those who have seen her lately say that her 
husband had better have killed ber outright. 
lt és said that public feeling was so intense 
over hisinhuman and unmanly conduct that 
no petition could be freely circulated in 
Toronto praying for a commutation of 
sentence. It seems, however, that there 
are other and more effectual ways of 
securing a pardon than by appeali to the 
publie for their recommendation. The full 
particulars would not be interesting.

GEORGE W. RIGGS.

Wasuinetron, D. C., Aug. 24.—George W. 
Riggs, the noted banker, died very suddenly 
at his country place in Maryland, near this 
city, at 3:20 this morning. He had been iil 
for some weeks, but had been improving, 
and was expected to reeover. He was seized 
with a congestive chill and suddenly died. 
Mr. Riggs was about 60 years of age at the 
time of his death, and had been for years, 
through his connection with ‘William Wilson 
Corcoran and George Peabody, one of the 
most prominent bankers in America. The 
house of Corcoran & Riggs, of which he was 
for many years the junior partner, and which 
became Riggs & Co. after the re- 
tiremeut of Mr. Corcoran, was one 
of the most successful banking in- 
stitutions of the century, and the history of 
some of its transactions would read like tales 
of fiction. Coreoran & Riggs at numerous 
times were of the greatest assistance to the 
Government, particularly at the outbreak of 
the Mexican war, when they undertook to 
place $40,000,000 of Government bonds on 
the English market, and sueceeded with the 
assistance of the great American philanthro- 
bist, George Peabody. It has been smooth 
sailing for the house of Riggs & Co. for many 
years, but it was slightly elibarrassed when 
Jay Cooke & Co. closed their doors. Mr. 
Riggs, like his partner, Mr. Corcoran, has 
done much toward making Washing- 
ton an attractive and beautiful 
city. The works of the, former 
among them the Corcoran gallery, are well 
known, The latter has recently erected a 
magnificent hotel, the Riggs House, whigh 
speedily following its completion became the 
centre of life and fashion at the Capital, The 
deceased, unlike his partner, Mr. Coreoran, 
was the son of a wealthy father. The rich 
Marylander, looking about for a partner, for 
his son, happened upon young Corcoran, 
who had made considerable money by doing 
the banking of the Government clerks. The 
first office of the concern was in the old 
Paymaster’s building, on Fifteenth street, 
opposit the Treasury Building. The firm 
afterward took the United States Bank 
Building. The deceased was reckoned among 
the millionaires of the National Capital.

GRAIN-SPECULATION. 


Fortunes Made and Fortunes Lost 


in Wheat and Corn in 
a Week. 


Origin of the Great Bull. Movement— 
Big Operators Interviewed. 


Opinions of H. O. Armour, Rufus 
: Hatch, and Others. 


New York Herald, Aug. 23. 

The extent of the recent grain speculation 
may be inferred from the fact that Rufus 
Hatch is known to have carried at one time 
1,800,000 bushels of corn; a prominent down- 
town merchant, who prefers to keep his name 
out of print, had 3,000,000 bushels, more than 
the entire supply in store at Chicago; and 
Mr. Keene, itis said, held 1,000,000, purchased 
at 45 cents and sold at a profit of $200,000, ac- 
cording torumor. The Armours, of New 
York and Chicago, held even more, and are 
credited with having made a handsome fort- 


une. Among the “shorts” who have lost , 


large amounts of money a prominent Ger- 
man banker is spoken of, who, for himself 
and his customers, has dropped $700,000 
within a week, mostly of foreign account. 
The loss among small operators who had 
sold the market short have been very large 
in the aggregate. 
INTERESTING OPINIONS. 

Below will be found the opinions of some 
of the heavy operators in grain. It will be 
seen that they agree in the main as to the 
cause of the great bull movement,—short 
crops,—but differ as to the future of the mar- 
ket. It is to de regretted that the views of 
Mr. James R. Keene, who is largely inter- 
ested in the produce markets, could not be 
had, owing to his absence in Newport. 

MR. ARMOUR PREDICTS HIGHER PRICES. 

Mr. H. O. Armour, of Armour, Plankin- 
ton & Co., Broad street, a member of the bull 
clique, seemed to be reluctant to give his 
views, and said: We are packers of pork 
and beef, and don’t think we know so very 
much about grain.”

“Very large, indeed. Why. if the esti- 
mates of the Department of Agriculture go 
for anything at dll they indicate a shortage 
in wheat alone of from 2% to 30 per cent, 
which, in a production of, 1 believe, about 
475,000,000 of bushels last year, would amount 
to from 125,000,000 to 150,000,000, or about 
equal to our entire export of last year!“ 

THE SHRINKAGE IN CORN. 

“How as to the shrinkage in corn, Mr. 
Armour?“ 

Well, if the Government estimates are at 
all right, the corn crop is from 300,000,000 to 
400,000,000 bushels short. Now, that’s a ca- 
lamity to the country, and no editor sitting 
in his chair and writing an editorial on the 
wicked ‘speculation knows anything about it. 
That means such a change in the relations of 
demand and supply that there must be a rise 
equal in proportion to the new condition of 
things.”’ 

** ‘}hen you do not look for a further break 
in prices?“ 

* Oh, the speculation has been enormous, 
and there may be violent fluctuations up and 
down,—no doubt there will be. When we 
buy we move the grain from Chicago to this 
city for export. fe don’t buy on margin, 
but move the stuff itself.“ 

“What will the export demand be, in your 
judgment ?” 

Prices show that we have not much to 
export, even it the demand should be great, 
which 1 don’t believe it will be.“ 

»Wnat effect will this speculation have on 
the farmers’ interests?“ 

„Well, they have much smaller crops, but 
they will probably make it up by the higher 
prices they will receive for their products.“

already?“ 

Not at all. For the past five years we 
have had enormous crops and abnormally 
low prices.

** Tlas not the average price of corn for the 
past few years been near 40 cents a bushel?“ 

That may be, but we have had a suc- 


cession of the most enormous crops—a per- 


fect glut of corn. I remember the old fash- 
ioned price used to be about Sl a bushel. 
But then, as I told you before, I am very 
radical in my views.“ I 

low high do you think food products 
will go!?“ 

I would not dare to tell you. ‘The longer 
aman lives the less he finds he knéws, and 
this is a great country, and a man must 
always be ready to modify his views by any 
change that may occur. I think all food 
products for the next twelve months are 
bound to range much higher. Remember 
that we are the great suppliers of cheap food 
for the world, and when there is a shrinkage 
in the supply here itis a very different affair 
from a failure in the crops of any European 
country. When our crops fail, then the 
markets of the whole world show the effects 


This has been the greatest speculation in 
food-products ever known in this country, 
has it not?“ 

“Not at all. The volume of speculation 
has grown with the increase of the country; 


but, as to the fluctuations, they have been 
small compared to those of some years ago.

Il remember,”’ 
MR. HATCH’S PREDICTIONS. 

„No, sir,“ Mr. Rufus Hatch said: “ the re- 
centadvance in corn was not fostered by 
The wheat deal may have 
been brought about by manipulation to a 
certain extent, but the rise in corn was the 
Uatural result of a condition of affairs which 
still exists, and which may make corn still 
higher.“ 

To what do you refer ?”’ was asked. 

“Well, the whole thing can be expiained 
very briefly. You must know that there is 
a strip of land along the west side of 
the Allegheny Mountains, and extending 
lhrough the States of Ohio, Indiana, Lilinois, 
Missouri, Kansas, and Kentucky. Itisabouta 
thousand miles long and from 500 to 700 miles 
wide. That embraces all of what is known 
as the ‘winter wheat section’ of this coun- 
try, and is what is known to grain men as 
the ‘Corn Belt.’ This year the winter wheat 
raised in this section will be between 40 and 
60 per cent of the usualcrop. In fact, tak- 
ing the whole of it together, there is reason 
to believe that it will not thrash out more 
than half acrop. But corn is even worse, 
and there is no question that there will be a 
good deal less than half acrop. In brief, 
the whole cause of the recent rise in grain 
may besummed up in two words,—short 
crops. The shortage in corn is more marked 
than in wheat, and the members of the wheat 
een would not have been so successful in 

ulling No. 2 red if the failure of the corn 
crop had not helped them. This was some- 
thing like a piece of luck, for the condition 
of the corn yield was not known when the 
wheat pool was formed.“ 

What were the causes of the shorthge 4 

** in the first place the winter grain was in- 
jured by the extreme severity of last winter. 
Che heavy snows wet a great deal of corn 
that had been cribbed. Then came the long 
dry spell of this summer, which has serious- 
ly affected the only yield this year—that 
which is harvested in June. Why, when it 
was thrashed it turned out only one-half 
what it was expected to yield. 1 have seen 
specimens of corn from almost all sections, 

the ears are largely composed of mere 
the wheat „1 equally poor, 
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St. Louis, and this city. At that 
body else was a bear. It was known that we 
should not have full cropsin this coun 
but it was not supposed that they would 1017 
far short of an average, the estimates for 
the crop in Europe were fora very heavy 
yield.

“And Rufus Hatch, of this city’ the re- 
porter suggested, interrogatively, 

“Well, the veteran operator replied, with 
a peculiar smile, I was on theoutside.

grain country, and they soon found ample 
reason to know that the crops were going to 
be hardly more than half what they ought to 
be. Of course it didn’t take men like Ar- 
mour & Co. long te know the correct 
thing todo was to operate for a rise. They 
were shrewd enough to do it and they have 
made some money. When I commenced 
buying corn in May it was down to 44 and 45 
cents a bushel. It is now 72 and over.“ 

A FURTHER ADVANCE, 


„Will there be a further advance; has the 
bull movement reacled its hight ?”’ 

„Well, the advance has been so sudden 
since the ist of August that it is natural to 
expect that there will be some reaction. But 
the highest prices have not FAs been reached, 
in my opinion, because, as 1 have said, the 
— crop will be much shorter than has 

en expected. There will be another rise 
when the fall wheat is harvested next month. 
There is no disputing the faets which have 
caused the rise. In the first place, the corn 
crop last year was not so large as in 1879,— 
the year before,—so that during last winter, 
whice was a very long and severe one, the 
farmers were obliged to use millions of bush- 
els to feed their stock. This was a serious 
draft on the supply on hand. But it was not 
until the drougit of the middle of June that 
we began to hear much talk of ashortsupply 
of corn. ‘The July statement of the Agri- 
cultural Department put its probable yield 
at 90 per cent. Since then they have putita 
great deal lower.” 

THREATENED EVILS. 


* But there is one fact, my yonng friend, 
which is a very important one to remember. 
There are many sections of this country 
where they have not had a drop of rain for 
eight weeks. There never was such a 
drought, and if it continues four weeks 
longer in the winter-Wheat sectiom it will be 
too late for them to plow for their fall wheat. 
Nothing can save them but two weeks of 
rain, and it must come soon—within two 
weeks. Ine dread of this continued drought 
has already had something to do with ad- 
vancing ee price in the West. If it contin- 
ues four weeks longer wheat will go up 25 or 
50 cents a bushel.“ : 

How about the spring-wheat crop?“ 

“We cannot tell you just what it will 
thrashout. But it will be a great deal less 
than last year.“ 

Then you think that, as the crops are un- 
doubtedly very short, prices will be still 
higher?“ 

Mes; wheat is going to sell here about as 
high as it does in Europe. To give you an 
idea of the shortage I may say that Samuels, 
of St. Louis, one of the largest dealers in the 
West, writes me that he is shipping wheat to 
millers in the heat ot the wheat country of 
Kentucky. Corn ad wheat are both higher 
in St. Louis than in Chieago, which has 
hardly ever been known before. The quality 
of the corn is so poor that only about 60 per 
cent is inspected and pronounced merchant- 
able (or No. 2), and the 2 40 per cent 
is either marked No. 3 or reje The crop 
in Europe has been better than we have had 
here in three vears, but it falls far short of 
what was expected, except in Russia. The 
speculators in Europe have lost a great deal 
of money. ‘They undertook to sell wheat 
short, and it took them about six 
weeks to find out that our crops 
had been badly damaged. I have not 
a bushel of corn, but I[ will venture 
to say that in six months it will sell at 81 per 
bushel. We shall have the shortest crop that 
has been raised in twenty-five years in pro- 

rt ion to the land under cultivation. I have 
iad correspondents traveling all through the 
wheat country, and have received as many as 
fifteen or twenty dispatches a day, so that 1 
have full advices.”’ ’ 

CONSERVATIVE VIEWS. 

Mr. W. II. Trafton, Jr., a conservative, at- 
tributed the rise to short crops, and expressed 
the opinion that prices might be still higher 
betore the end of the year. The beginning 
of the present bull movement, he said, was 
about August last, and since that time more 
than 15,000,000 bushels of corn have been 
sold at the Produce Exchange for specu- 
lative purposes,—Joln Lyon, a heavy £spec- 
ulator of Chicago, being one of the first buy- 
ers. Armour & Co. were the largest specu- 
lators in wheat, holding 2,000,000 bushels of 
the 3,000,000 now in supply in Chicago. In 
Germany,“ Mr. Trafton continued, “the 
crops of wheat, oats, rye, barley, and hay 
prove to be very disappointing, the yield of 
rye, oats, and wheat not more than 
three-quarters of a crop, and some of 
our correspondents place rye at -not 
above two-thirds of an average. In Rouma- 
nia and a part of Austria much injury has 
been done to their crops. From France the 
advices are also unfavorable. As thrashing 

rogresses the yield is disappointing for 

th wheat and oats, the latter especially 
bad; and instead of that country exporting, 
as has been stated, they will have to import 
from 30,000, 000 to 45,000,000 bushels of wheat, 
and also very freely of oats. ‘The injurv to 
the root has been serious, and all this intelli- 
gence combined has contributed to the buoy- 
ancy and excitement that have characterized 
our market the past week. Prices of both 
spot and options have been rapidly advanced, 
and have’ been forced above the limits of 
most shippers, so that the export trade has 
been restricted greatly. It is very evident 
that the real situation of this country has 
not been properly conveyed to the minds of 
furopean readers; indeed, the majority of 
them have been misled, and therefore will be 
slow to appreciate the situation as it really 
is. For the first five months of the cereal 
year Western Europe will have to depend 
upon this country to supply much of their 
deticiency. The fact of their reserves being 
lighter than at any time for many years will 
compel them to be free buyers of new wheat 
early in the autumn, so that the competition 
here will be greater than many suppose; and 
as the quantity to be contended for is very 
much less in this country than last year 
there are many good reasons why farmers 
should count on go prices, Prudent and 
conservative business men regard the finan- 
cial situation with much apprehension; the 
weak position of our banks and the constant 
dratts upon them by large operators here 
and the West, to carry on their gigantic spec- 
ulations, may, itis feared, lead to disastrous 
results. lt will be seen that the reserves of 
our banks have been uced from $9,000, 
to about $2,000,000. This great change cer- 
tainly places them in no very enviable posi- 
tion, and when they decline to extend fur- 
ther aid to speculators to enable them to 
carry out their ‘corners’ then we may look 
out for a sudden collapse, that might tem- 
porarily uusettle values. 


THE PANAMA CANAL. 


The Deadly Climate—Terribie Condi- 
tion of the Work People Employed 
There. 

Deutsche Zeitung of New Orleans. 

The wliole of the location of the canal 
which stretches through an endless morass, 
and for the most partis inhabited only by 
alligators and poisonous serpents, demon- 
strates the extraordinary unhealthiness of 
the country. There prevails a certain mala- 
rious fever, which is even more dangerous 
than yellow-fever. The nicknames of sev- 
eral places, such as “ Europeans’ Grave,” 

“Fever Grotto,“ and Death's Zephyr,” 

would alone suffice to prevent a thinkihg 

man from going there as a laborer. Only 
journals that are falsely informed could 
think of persuading laborers to set out fo 


Panama. ‘ 

There are about 200 colored men and sixty 
Europeans at work on the canal, and these 
are occupied with measurements and with 
cutting away the trees and climbing plants 
in the future bed of the canal. These jobs, 
however, advance very slowly. ‘The mur- 
derous climate demands so many victims 
that about oue-half of the workmen are con- 
tinuaily lying sick. Already a mass of 
human skeletons are bleaching there; and 
as in its time the railway between Colon and 
Panama, forty-seven and one-half miles long, 
required a human victim for every inci, 
there will be no foot of this new enterprise 
which will not pay its tribute to death. It 
frequently happens that laborers are found 
dead in the woods. Physicians and medi- 
eines are scarce. At least there are none to 
be found at the right time and in che right 
place. Of hospitals for the poor victims 
there are as yet none that are satisfactory. 
Wretched barracks have been stuck up, 
which do not even keep out the rain. 

The food that is given to the laborers is 
entirely inadequate. They get rice three 
times a day, coffee morning and presi.

Since the laborers earn as good as nothing, it 
is plain that they can only buy the most in- 
dispensable things.

GEN. SHERMAN. 


His Aversion to Politics—The Reason 
Why He Was,Never a Presidential 
Candidate—*“‘*He Would Bather Be 
General, Sir.” 

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 
CALDWELL, O., Aug. 23.—In the Enqutrer 
of the 22d inst. I find in the correspondence 
of George Alfred Townsend an interview 
with “a political friend in the Democratic 
party,“ in which the following reference to 

Gen. Sherman occurs: 


* How is it,” said I, “that Gen. Sherman does 
not attract either political party more as an 
uvailable Presidential candidate?’ 

® “He is too smart for either political party. 
Sherman probably bas more brains than any 
man in this country, but he never bad the tact 
to connect himself with a group of men who 
would work for him. At the breaking out of 
the War Sherman and Tom Ewing werein New 
Orleans together, and Tom Ewing said to Sher- 
man: *Sherman, there is going to be a war now 
without any doubt, and it I were you I would 
go right home to Ohio. and my father will have 
you made a Major-General.’ Gen. Sherman 
shook his head and said: ‘No, Tom: I don’t want 
to go in as a Major-General. I want to be a 
Brigadier-General. There will be mistakes com- 
mitted in the first part of the War, and they will 
turn out ali their original Major-Generais, and 
thef the Brigadiers will come to the front. I am 
tor a Brigadier-Generalcy to begin with.’ Now.“ 
concluded my informant, that is an instance 
of Sherman's individuality of thought and 
Sagacity. Men as smart as that political parties 
are afraid to handle.“ 

On some one remarking to Gen. Sherman 
in my presence that he would be President 
yet, he replied, No, sir; I would rather be 
General, sir!“ 

This is not the first time that Gen. Sher- 
man’s name has been connected journal- 
istically with the Presidential candidacy. 
Every once in a while he sees his name come 
to the surface in that connection,—for Gen. 
Sherman is always in the public eye, con- 
stantly on the wing, ready of speech, and 
just as ready with the pen. Hardly a day 
passes that he does not write a letter or make 
a speech for publication. I doubt if any man 
in this country, except, perhaps, Gen. Grant, 
appears as often in the daily newspaper press 
as Gen. Sherman. Yet he don’t seek ita 
bit more than Gen. Grant does.

He eujoys the drama or eveu a 
good comedy with ali the zest of a bright boy, 
and his appreciation of the opera is very fine in- 
deed. I suppose he is out at some sort of din- 
ner, meeting, reunion, opera, race, regatta, or 
other public affair,—for he attends all that comes 
in his way—three hundred days and nights in 
the year. Yes, I forgot the dances,—the balls, 1 
believe your city folks call them; these he eu- 
joys hugely, and will not turn his back on a 
round dance if Mra. Sherman is not there!

CANYONS. 


Their Character and Origin-—Paper 
Read Before the American Associa<- 
tion for the Advancement of Science, 
by the Hon. William Sross, of Chi- 
Ca go. 

The following paper was read at Cincin- 
nati last week before the American Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Science, on 
Thursday, 18th, by the hon. William Bross, 
of this city: 

To the professional geologistit may seem an 
impertinence for a layman to offer any opinions 
as to the character and the origin of caioas. He 
may, however, it is hoped, use his eyes without 
offense and form such conciusions as the facts 
which he has observed may appear to warraut. 
If they should not agree with the recognized 
principles of the science as now understood, he 
will be no worse off than scores of learned Pro- 


fessors in the past, for in this as in almost every 
other science nearly every conceivable absurd- 
ity was exhausted before theories were made to 
agree with acknowledged facts. And here at 
the commencement the conclusion to which 
the observations to be presented somewhat iu 
detail have led, may as well be stated—viz.: 
that cafions were formed by some great con- 
vulsion of the earth’s surface, or by 
the contraction of mountain chains from 
their igneous condition in the early 
history ot the planet. Take for instance the 
canon of the Saguenay,—a vast fissure in the 
mountain chain that lies oh the north side of and 
nearly parallel with th@ St. Lawrence. The 
tissure or cafion is some fifty or sixty miles long 
and lies nearly at right angles to the river. 
Something like a mile apart, the perpendicular 
rocks on the north side are at some points abou t 
1,500 feet h, the water at their base being sev- 
erai hund teet deep. No man in his senses, 
it seems to me, could bly conceive that this 
—4 — the granit mountain could have 

n formed by the action of the insiguificant 
river that empties into Ha-Ha Bay at the north- 
ero end of the cation. surface of the water 
for the whole distance of sixty milesisona 
level with the St. Lawrence, in some places it is 
severai hundred feet deep and the on is about 
a mile wide through the solid grauit rocks. And 
here another general principle may as well be 
Stated, that, with a single exception, the width 
of this and the other vafions hereafter to be 
noticed is scarcely ever more than a fraction of 
a mile; séidom a single mile,—a fact that strong- 
ly indicates uniformity iu their origin. And be- 
sides mountains on both sides are generally 
nearly of the same hight. 

TAKE THE CANYON OF THE HUDSON 
where it passes through the Blue Ridge above 
and below West Point. The channel is deep, the 
tide ebbing and flowing fur upwards towards 
Albany; mountains on both sides, though 
rounded olf towards their summits ubtless 
during the glacier period, are about of the same 
hight, and there is a general correspondence in 
the dip and thickness of the vast strata of rocks 
ou both sides of the river.

The law and public sen- 
timent will hold such an act as the meanest 
form of cowardly murder, and, placing the 
members of the “ Revolutionary Committee”’ 
in the same grade of brutal asyasins as the 
Molly Maguires,” will hang them upon 
conviction with the same earnestness and 
the same public approval which have fol- 
lowed so many of that infamous organiza- 
tion to the gallows. These men represent no 
„people“ whatever. They are pretenders 
and frauds, who should be repndiatea by 
every Irishman who expects or desires the 
respect and toleration of the American peo- 


ple. 
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Some twenty years or more ago there was 
a strong effort made in England and parts of 
this country to “regulate” by law what was 
known as the “social evil.“ In England a 
bill was proposed in Parliament providing 
for such “regulation” in all towns and cities 
where there was a military garrison or naval 
station. The proposition enlisted a strong 
protest from the women of Eugland. and, 
after two or three annual attempts and fail- 
ures to pass such a bill in Parliament, the 
scheme was abandoned. In this country 
there was much discussion, but outside of 
St. Louis it found no favor. In that city the 
system long in vogue in Paris was adopted 
with some modifications, but after a compar- 
atively brief experience it was abandoned. 
The aeg of the system of legalizing 
and regulating the evil found its chief re- 
ommendations in what they claimed was its 
success in European cities, and especially in 
Paris. It existed, besides in Paris, in the 
Cities of Geneva, Zurich, Genoa, and perhaps 
others. In a recent issue of the London 
Medical Enquirer the final abolition of the 
system in Paris ane in Europe is thus stated:

In like — gambling has been in va- 
rious parts of the world taken under the pro- 
tection of the law, and legalized under such 
regulations as the law has provided, but 
even this has been abolished, and we do not 
know any city in any part of the world 
where gambling, any more than the social 
evil, is now tegally patronized. In Chi- 
cago there is no law tolerating either of 
these evils, but in the absence of law and 
against law botn ate tolerated—that is, pro- 
tected—by the municipal authority against 
police interference. The Mayor exacts a per- 
sonal pledge from a certain number of gain- 
bling-houses, and from a certain number of 
licensed brothels, that they will not violate 
certain regulations prescribed by himself, 
and in consideration of this pledge he ex- 
empts them from police interference. The 
establishments are not tolerated by law; they 


are simply tolerated by authority.

THE BOOM IN PRODUCE, 
The boom in produce, which at first seemed 


to take everybody by surprise, has already 


lasted so long that prices · are now widely re- 
garded as normal which afew mouths ago 
would have been pronounced impossible. 
The abundance of money has helped to 
swell the wave of confidence which began to 
roll when the people had reason to believe 
that there would be a falling off in the prod- 
uce yield of this year. ‘The proofs of short- 
age, not as compared with the average 
of many former years, but as gaged 
against that of last year, have steadily 
accumulated, and prices have gone 
unison, There is even now 
a widespread difference of opinion in regard 
to the actual facts in the case; but there are 
sufficient reasons for inducing a great many 


people to believe that the shortage of 1881 


versus 1880 will be about as follows for the 
United States:

accompanied by a much diminished yield 
of fruits and some kinds of vegetables, the 
eonsumption of which competes to a large 
extent with that of the more staple articles 
of food. It is believed that the decrease in 
the supply fully warrants the high prices 
now reached, and many hold that quotations 
are bound to go much higher yet. 

In order to help to a better understanding 
of the situation, we have compiled from the 
annual review by Tur TRIBUNE commercial 
department the averages of specie prices on 
three leading stavles. For the eight years 
ending with 1880 the average was $1.004¢ per 
bushel on wheat and 43 cents per bushel on 
corn. For the seven years ending with 1880 
the average price of lard in specie was 8% 
cents per pound. Our present prices for 
September are, wheat $1.25, corn 68 cents, 
lard 11%¢ cents, being an average per cent 
of increase of 444 in wheat, 46in corn, and 
23in lard overand above the averages for 
the years given. The yield of the pres- 
ent year is, roughly stated, not far 
from equal to the average production 
of that period. The average for wheat was 
about 360,000,000 and for corn 1,275,000,000 
bushels. Our population has increased dur- 
ing the eight years some 25 per cent (or 
more than ten millions of mouths), but is now 
scarcely 15 per cent greater than the average 
of the period. There is nothing, therefore, 
in these facts, taken by themselves, to justify 
anything like so much of an increase right 
at the beginning of a cereal year, and when 
the hog crop of the West is massing in 
preparation for a march upon our packing- 
houses in the coming winter. The facets last 
noted would seem to justify a present basis 
of about $1.15 for wheat, 50 cents for corn, 
and 10'¢ cents for lard in this market. 

But there are other facts to be taken into 
the account. In the first place the greater 
abundance of money cheapens it, so that a 
given number of gold or silver dollars have 
not as much purchasing power as they had 
when real money was less plentiful. People 
are content now to pay more for real estate, 
for iron and coal, lumber and clothing; and 
it can searcely be otherwige than that the 
leveling-up of prices should extend to articles 
of food. Then there is the grave question of 
supply to the food necessities of the Old 
World, which are ever on the increase, 
though the demand has minor points of 
maxima and minima. It does not now 
seem probable that Western Europe will 
want as much griin and flour from 
last, 
but will want fully all that we have to 
spare. In regard to hog product the Eu- 
ropean demand has already fallen off to a 
very great extent since the era of high prices 
set in; and it does not seem likely to return 
to its old volume till we return to lower 
prices. The people of Europe must have 
bread; but with those who have eaten the 
bulk of our hog meat, the price per pound is 
an important point ,in determining how 
much they are able tolconsume. 

These points\way“furnish the material for 
thought by those who believe that still 
higher prices will be the rule. Such thought 
may help them to avoid the whirlpool of 
speculative excitement in which the savings 
of a lifetime may be lost through * on 
the top of the market.

THE CONSTITUTIONAL WORD INABILITY. 

The language of the Constitution is explicit 
on the subject of the transference of “ the 
powers and duties of the President to the 
Vice-President in the event of the in- 
ability“ of the former to discharge them. 
But it is absolutely silent as to the means to 
be employed to ascertain whether the in- 
ability“ in fact exists, and the manner of its 
declaration. Evidently the framers of the 
Constitution never contemplated a con- 
tingency involving a difference of opinion 
betwecn the President and the Vice-President 
as to the fact of the “inability ” of the former 
to “discharge the powers and duties” of his 
office, or they assumed that immediately upon 
the adoption of the organic law the Congress 
would provide for the effectuation of its 
intent in this regard, 

In case of the death of the resignation of 
the President the Constitution executes 
itself. In either event the office of Presideut 
becomes vacant, and®the powers and duties 
thereof are declared to devolve on the Vice- 
President.“ Whether, under such cir- 
cumstances, the Vice-President becomes 
President or Acting-President is a 
question on which the Congress may 
legisiate. But no legislation could make 
plainer the fact that, under the Constitution, 
in the event of the resignation or death of 
the President, the Vice-President succeeds 
immediately to the powers and duties of 
the chief office. <A case of alleged ** inabili- 
ty” on the part of the President. however, is 
widely different. In the absence of any con- 
’ stitutional definition of the word “ inability,” 
the ordinary definition must be presumed to 
have been intended, and that is, want of 
moral power,” “want of sufficient physical 
power or strength,” “want of intellectual 
strength or force.“ 

In effect, in the use of the word “ inabili- 
‘ty,” the Constitution declares that should the 
President become listless, and utterly neg- 
lectful of the “powers and duties” of his 
office, or lack the necessary physical strength, 
or be-deprived of his intellectual force.—in a 
word, become physically helpless or mentally 
idiotic or insane. that then “the powers and 
duties of his office shall devolve upon the 
Vice-President.” But who shall determine 
when either one of these ‘emergencies 
has arisen? It cannot for a moment 
be presumed that the framers of the 
Constitution intended, as is claimed, that 
the Vice-President should be the sole judge 
of the alieged inability “ of the President. 
Such a construction might lead to violent 
collision between the Vice-President and the 
President, and a revolution hence preci pi- 
tated on a mere difference of opinion as to 
the mental or physical condition of the Presi- 
dent, hn rosea indeed, deciares the 
precise 2 
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the President’s — (3) inease of his 
death; (3) iu ease of his inability to act. 
Now, suppose the Vice-President in a given 
case should insist that the President in effect 
had resigiued, and should undertake to as- 
sume the duties of the Presidency against 
the protest of the President that he had not 
in fact resigned, would the Vice-President 
be allowed to constitute himself the solo 
‘judge of this fact? President Garfield has 
repeatedly been reported dead. Suppose 
on the strength of one of these reports 
Vice-President Arthur had taken the oath, 
assumed the duties of the Presidency, and de- 
clared his purpose to administer the office. 
Would he have been justified in so constitut- 
ing himself the sole judge of the fact that by 
the operation of the Constitution he had be- 
come President, or Acting-President ? 

Th are extreme cases, but they illustrate 
the absardity of the proposition that the Con- 
stitution could have iftended to confer upon 
the Vice-President.the power to clect when 
he should succeed to the chief office. But in 
the case of an alleged “inability” of the 
President to discharge the powers and duties 
of his office the question is far more delicate, 
and it is not to be presumed that the framers 
of the Constitution intended to leave its de-, 
termination to the mere will of the one per- 
son ih the Gevernment most deeply inter- 
ested in the settlement of it in a partic- 
ular way. Nor is it just to say that 
anything was omitted from the Consti- 
tution in this connection that might prop- 
erly have been included. What constitutes 
“inability ” within the meaning of the Con- 
stitution is a proper subject of legislative 
action, as is also the creation of a proper 
tribunal for the scttlement of the auction 
whenever it shall arise. 

The embarrassment which surrounds the 
whole subject arises from the fact of the fail- 
ure hitherto to settle the status of the Vice- 
President who succeeds to the oflice of the 
Presidency. Let it be once settled that the 
Vice-President, who succeeds to the powers 
and duties of the chief office, whether by the 
resignation, death, or temporary or per- 
manent disability of the President, is merely 
Acting-President, and all the difficulties dis- 
appear. And this is by far the most rational 
construction of the intent of the Constitution. 
The language is: “In case of the removal 
of the President from oflice, or of his death, 
resignation, or inability to discharge the 
powers and duties of the said office, 
the same shall devolve on the Vice-Presi- 
dent.“ If, in either of the several contingen- 
cies mentioned, the framers of the Constitu- 
tion had designed that the Vice-President 
should become drehe obviously they 
would have said so. Buf, anfortunately, the 
Vice-Presidents who have succeeded to the 
powers and duties of the chief office have 
claimed to be and styled themselves 'the 
President,” dnd this assumption of the high- 
est dignity has not been questioned. When- 
ever it shall be determined authoritatively 
that the Vice-President who sueceeds to the 
duties of the President is not President, but 


merely Acting-President, the duties of the 
Presidency may be assumed by him tempo- 
rarily in all cases of the illness or other dis- 
ability of the President without causing ex- 
citement or alarm. 


THE NEW YORE “WORLD” AND COPPER- 
HEAD NEWSPAPERS. 

The New York World is very much exer- 
cised over the reminiscence of the fire-in-the- 
rear newspapers during the War which THe 
TRIBUNE printed the other day. It says in 
reference thereto: 


THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE is of the opinion, or 
pretends to be, that nothing but “ Lincoln's 
. rosity prevented the establishment at the 

rth during the Civil War of the reign of ter- 
rur over the press and free speech which it sup- 
poses [] to have existed atthe South. To say 
this is to say that neither side in the Civil War 
fought for liberty and justice, and that both 
sides were false to the principies of American 
freedom. 


“ Which it supposes to have existed at the 
South” is good. Does the World claim that 
the Southern Democratic Rebels accorded 
an equal freedom of speech to Union men 
and Union newspapers that Lincoli’s Ad- 
ministration gave to treason-shouters and the 
Copperhead fire-in-the-rear press in the 
North? Did not the Southern Democracy 
shoot and hang Union men in the South and 
destroy or confiscate every Union newspaper 
within their lines? The World carefully 
avoids all mention of the circumstances 
which called out the eulogy of Mr. Lincoln’s 
generosity to the Northern fire-in-the-rear 
newspapers, and does not make che slightest 
reference to the argument in THe TRIBUNE 
article. It also exhibits some of the old 
venom in saying significantly that neither 
side in the Civil War fought for liberty and 
justice” if Tue Trispune’s theory of Mr. 
Lincoln’s generosity be correct. It is evi- 
dent the World still thinks, as it thonght 
during the War, that the Rebels were fight- 
ing for liberty and justice,’’—liberty to dis- 
member the Union and justice of human 
bondage. * 

The facts 83 this matter are very clear- 
ly remembered by everybody who was in 
the current of affairs during the War period. 
The Copperhead newspapers were rampant 
in their constant efforts to cripple the Gov- 
ernment, prevent enlistments, to promote 
desertions, to discourage the Union army, to 
bring about confusion and dissension among 
the Union commanders, to defend the treas- 
onable organizations in some of the North- 
ern States, and in every possible way to aid 
and abet their President, Jeff Davis, and the 
Rebels. it was found from the testimony of 
deserters that their chief inducement for 
abandoning the field of duty was the dis- 
couragement consequent upon reading the 
croakings of the Copperhead newspapers 
which fellinto their hands. The earnest 
Union Generals were almost unanimous in 
condemning the license which was given 
these journals to misrepresent the success of 
the troops, to traduce the character of those 
who fought for the Union, to defame and 
misrepresent the cause, and to promote the 
hostile spirit of the Copperheads to the vig- 
orous prosecution of the war against slavery 
and rebellion, 

There was not a successful General in the 
Union armies, nor any officer of high or low 
degree whose loyalty was unquestioned, who 
would not, if he could have had his way, 
‘have put a summary stop to the hostile and 
tfreasonabie howlings of the Copperhead 
press. It is not exaggeration to say that the 
assistance which these fire-in-the-rear news- 
papers rendered the Rebel cause was equal 
to the force of 100,000 men fighting on the 
Rebel side. That number of men in addi- 
tion to the Confederate armies could not 
have embarrassed and retarded the opera- 
tions of the Union army so much as the in- 
fluences which such newspapers as the New 
York World, Ben Wood’s News, the Detroit 
Free Press. Chicago Times, Cincinnati En- 
quirer, Indianapolis Sentinel, and journals 
of like character brought to bear against the 
prosecution of the war for the preservation

of the Union. The Copperhead press of New 
York caused the fire-in-the-rear riots in that 
city in Julyy 1863, and detached 25,000 Union 
soldiers from the front to garrison the city 
and keep down the Worild’s political dis- 
civies and followers. 

We repeat that Abraham Lincoln’s unpar- 
alleled toleration, magnanimity, and devotion 
to freedom of speech and freedom of the 
press stood between these offending newspa- 
pers and the treatment of martial law — 
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their way. George Washing 


ton, in the Revolutionary period, or Presi- 


dent Jackson, if war had followed the nulli- 
fication efforts of his time, would not have 
tolérated the treasonable utterances and dis- 
loyal harangues which these Copperhead 
newspapers delivered with impunity from 
day to day. We repeat that Jefferson Davis, 
as chief of the Southern “ State-righis”’ 
Democracy, known as the Confederacy, 
did net permit any Union newspapers 
to print fire-in-the-rear articles to the Rebel 
cause within his jurisdiction or reach. 


That the New York Wortd, at this late day, 


should traduee the memory of Abraham Lin- 
coln, as it did last week in referring to its 
two-days’ suppression in 1864 by Gen. Dix,—a 
Democrat, by the way,—was, under these cir- 
cumstances, a scandal and an outrage. 

The Union newspapers throughout the War 
contended that, if the Government was worth 
saving, and if the War was to be fought out 
to that end, treasonable publications at home 
ought to be suppressed in the interest of 
right and humanity. The Union newspapers 
have not changed their views as to the mat- 
ter after the lapse ot twenty years, and there 
is no probability of their ever doing it. 


THE FRENCH ELECTIONS. 

The elections in France last Sunday, 
though they were conducted very quietly 
and without any special excitement, the only 
ripple in the campaign having been the bois- 
terous opposition to M. Gambetta when he 
attempted to speak in his own district of 
Belleville, have developed some important 
results. They differ materially from those 
in 1877, for while the latter involved astrug- 
gle between two conflicting forms of mon- 
archism and republicanism, the present 
election was a struggle between the radical 
and conservative faetions of the Republic- 
ans, M. Gambetta representing one faction 
aud M. Ferry the other. All the returns ate 
notin, as second elections must be held in 
some districts; but so far as they have been 
received they show. that, outside of Paris, 
the sentiment of the Freneh people is mod- 
erate. While in Paris one Moderate candi- 
date, thirteen. Advanced Republicans, and 
nine Irreeconcilables were returned, in the 
336 districts outside of Paris the Moderates 
made a large gain. The total gain appears 
to be forty-five seats, of which the Moderate 
Republicans secure thirty-one, the Repub- 
lican Union nine, the Extreme Left three, 
and the Irreconcilables two. ‘There are 
forty-six second ballots yet to be taken, 
and if they have a result proportionate 
to the above the centre of power in the 
next Chamber will be between the Left 
Centre and the Advanced Left. To make 
this clear it may be well to brietly state the 
complexion of the various divisionsin the 
Chamber. 
Legitimists. The Right Centre consists of 
the Moderate Orleanists, who believe in con- 
stitutional monarchy. The Left Centre is 
composed of Conservative Republicans, in- 
cluding some Orleanists, who are willing to 
have a conservative Republic because they 
know they cannot have a constitutional mon- 
archy. The Left comprises the Gambetta 
Republicans, who are more positive in 
their views than the Moderates or Con- 
servatives. The Extreme Right consists of 
the Legitimists or Bourbons, who have been 
almost wiped out of existence by this elec- 
tion, and the Extreme Left is made up of the 
most radical and violent Republicans, with 
some Communists sprinkled in among them. 
The power of the Chamber will be divided be- 
tween the Conservative Republicans, led by 
M..Ferry in the Left Centre, and the Gam- 
bettists, or mofe advauced Republicans, of 
the Left. The Right of the Chamber is 
sinashed beyond repair, as the Moderate 
gains were made from that quarter, 

The second great result of this election is 
M. Gambetta’s loss of prestige. He chose 
the Belleville districts, which are the hot- 
beds of Communism, for his constituency. 
In 1877 he earried them by 13,812 against 
1,611 for a Bonapartist, and now he has a 
majority so small over his two competitors, 
M. Lacroix, a Pole, and M. Revillon, a Com- 
munist, that a second election may be neces- 
sary. it required considerable courage 
for him to run in those districts, but un- 
doubtedly he reasoned that the author of 
amnesty to the Communists might have a 
showing there. He had to face, however, a 
union of the Irreconcilable Republicans and 
the Monarchists, who made the people be- 
lieve that he was an enemy of democracy. 
Moreover, the Communists themselves, who 
swarm in those districts, instead of support- 
ing his radical measures, which were in- 
tended to help the workingmen, whom he 
has always represented, went back to their 
old platform and induced the workingmen to 
follow them. His competitors urged that 
“Belleville, after ten years of republican 
government, wished to uphold the principles 
subscribed to in the election of 1868, which 
he has since abandoned.” It is néedless to 
say that these were the principles of ad- 
vanced Communism, which M. Gambetta 
could not support, for, in addition to the 
sweeping measures of 1868, they advocated 
not only the suppression of the Senate, 
but also of the Presidency. From one 
point of view an election at all, even by the 
smallest majority, under such circumstances 
is a triumph, butitisatriumph of moral 
courage and principle rather than of polit- 
ical prestige or power. He will still be the 
leader of a strong faction, but it can hardly 
be expected that he will rise to the Premier- 
ship or that the leader of Parisian radicalism, 
just barely escaping defeat, can appear as 
the leader of French Republicanism. That 
distinction is much more likely to be enjoyed. 
by M. Ferry, under whose leadership the ex- 


tremes, both Right and Left, have gone to the 


wall,

graph trom New Yor after its publication here. 
and issues it as a London special to THz TRIB- 
UNE.’ 

“ Pirating ’’ news after its publication here 
(in New York) is a new meaning of the term. 
Our contemporaries copy considerable matter 
“from Tus CHICAGO TRIBUNE after its publica- 
tion here,” and we never before supposed that 
they “ pirated” it. In regard to the next alle- 
gation, as a matter of fact, Tak CHIcaGgo Tris- 
UNE bas printed none of the World's already 
publisbed matter as a London special to Tun 
Trinunn.” The differenee in time between 
New York and Chicago permits it to culi from 
the New York newspapers after they are issued 
to the public any foreign or other matter of in- 
terest they may cdntain, and it has been in the 
habit of grouping this foreign matter under the 
general head of Special Cable,“ which describes 
the stuff gathered from various foreign sources.

Lox Dor, Aug. 24.—The weather has been 
against the harvest, but fine weather 
set in Saturday, and it seemed likely to con- 
tinue.

It has been 
raining almost inoessantly since Monday 
morning, and in many districts hail bas 
failen, with disastrous results to the stand- 
ing cious. Today there was a heavy hail- 
storm for thirty miles north and south of the 
Thames.

In midsummer exchanges of such 
magnitude are unprecedented, and, though 
business of all kinds was unusually large, it 
must be assumed that speculations in graih 
and cotton also caused considerable increase.

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A TRAVELER’S COMPLAINT. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 

San Fuanctsco, Aug. 17.—I wish to call 
your attention to the manner in which the 
Chicago & Northwestern Railroad Company 
carry out the inducements they offer to pas- 
sengers in the way of accommodation. Last 
month I got on their westward express at 
Dixon, LiL, and after I had ridden some ways 
I learned from the other passengers that a 
washout had taken place, and I immediately 
asked the conductor if the train would get 
thrqugh all right, end he informed me that 
he thought we would go right ahead.

THE IOWA C 7 SSTONERS. 
Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 
Des Mornes, Ia., Aug. 22.—The Iowa agri- 
cultural press appear to be organizing an at- 
tack on the Railroad Commissioner system 
in this State before the, next Legislature. 
The lowa Homestead, the leading agricult- 
ural paper in this State, last week contained 


the following paragraph: 

The Homestead recently called attention to the 
fact that the Board of Iowa Railroad Commis- 
sioners cost the State annually $14,000. A rail- 
road organ thinks to correct us by stating that 
this expense is paid by the railroad companies 
and not by the people. Is there a man in lowa 
80 Freen as not to know that all the railroads 
pay of this $14,000a year is simply taken from 
the people in additional freight charges to cover 
all such expenses? 

With the records accessible it is singular 
that the Homstead should give utterance to 
statements so at variance with the facts, and 
contirm them in the confidence of the farm- 
ers of the State by adding to them the repu- 
tation and high standing of the editor. 

The Board of Railroad Commissioners was 
organized April, 1, 1878. It has been in op- 
eration three full years and apart of the 
present railroad year. A careful. examina- 
tion of the books of the Commissioners and 
the records of the State show the following 
receipts and expenditures by the Board: The 
law (Sec. 8) requires the Board annually to 
certify to the State Executive Council 
the estimated amount necessary for the en- 
suing year for salaries and current expenses 
of the Board. This amount is assessed by 
the Council pro rata against the railroad 
companies, and collected as other taxes are 
through the county officers. All disburse- 
ments, except salaries, are made by the 
Executive Council, on the requisition or cer- 
tificate of the Beard. The estimates of the 
Commissioners for the three years already 
fully expired are as follows:

I state on the authority of the public ree- 
ords that not one dollar of the expense of the 
Board of Railroad Commissioners has been 
paid out of the tax Treasury of the State, but 
entirely by a special assessment upon the 
railroads of lowa. These records show not 
only that the veople of Iowa have not paid 
one penny on account of the railroad Com- 
missioners, but that there is a surplus now in 
the treasury which has been there for a jong 
time, of $15,736.05. The records also show 
that instead of $14,000 a year as the expenses 
of the Board, they have been only $10,791. 

As to the charge that this is ultimately 
— by the people in increased rates of 
Transportation, the records will show that in 
1869 the rate per ton per mile in this State 
was four cents, whereas it is now only an 
average of eight mills per ton per mile. The 
charge, also, the Board of Comunnission- 
ers have no power to regulate tariffs or se- 
cure any reduction in favor of the former is 
equally susceptible of refutation by the rec- 
ords.

The lines leading 
South from this city claim to be suffering 
severely on this account, as much of the 
business they would get goes via Eastern 
points, it being claimed that freight can be 
shipped cheaper that way than direct from 
this city. Col. Robert Forsyth, of the East- 
ern IIlinois, Horace Tucker, of the IIlinois 
Central, and L. D. Richardson, of the Kan- 
kakee Line, will attend the meeting and see 
to it that the Chicago lines are placed on the 
same basis as the Eastern lines.. 


European syndicates within the past week 
are reported to have committed themselves 
to two more important undertakings on this 
side,—one the construction of the Canadian 
Pacitic and the other the purchase of an im- 
mense tract of land in Alabama.

CONSECRATION OF A PISHOP.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Aug. 24.—The solemn 
and impressive ceremony of the consecration 
of the Rev. Kilian Flasch, of St. Francis 
Seminary, near Milwaukee, as Bishop of La 
Crosse, took place this morning at Po Nono 
College. There was a very large attendance 
of Church dignitaries present, there being 
no less than eleven representatives of the 
episcopate, including the Most Rev. Arch- 
bishop Heiss, Coadjutor of the Diocese of 
Milwaukee, Bishops Grace of Minnesota, 
Dwenger of Fort Wayne, Krautbauer of 
Green Bay, O’Connor of Omaha, Hennessy 
of Dubuque, McMullen of Davenport, Ver- 
den of Marquette, Seidenbach of St. Johns, 
Minn., and Abbott Edelbrock, Prin- 
cipal of the Minnesota Benedictine 
Order, and about 250 visiting and res- 
ident clergy. The elevation of a 
priest to the episcopal dignity is at all times 
one of the grandest and most imposing cere- 
monies in the Catholic hierarchy. The cere- 
mony proper was performed by Archbishop 
Heiss, assisted by Bishops Grace, of St. Paul, 
and Krautbauer, of Green Bay. The musical 
services, consisting of Cecilian chants, coin- 
menced at 8:30 o’clock.. After the Arch- 
bishop had taken his plate in front of the 
altar and the other ecclesiastical! dignitaries 
had been conducted to their several seats 
within the sanctuary, the Papal brief making 
the appointment was read. The scene was 
very interesting, and all taking part in 
the exercises were clad in the most 
gorgeous vestments. After the reading 
of the Papal brief, Bishop-elect Flasch 
knelt at the feet of the Archbishop in front 
of the crucifix and made the confession of 
faith. The white satin slippers were then 
placed on his feet. He was next arrayed in 
the full investiture of the ecclesiastical rank, 
and when attired in the superb raiment the 
authority to ordain priests and to perform 
the act of contirmation was conferred upon 
him. ‘The Gospel was then placed upon his 
head, a bandage of linen placed around it 
and anointed with the holy chrism, atter 
which he was invested with the episcopal 
ring, crozier, and mitre, and, after kissing 
and embracing all around and an address by 
Bishop Dwenger, the ceremonies came to a 
close.

UNITED STATES VESSEL-INSPECTION. 

Buffalo Commercial Advertiser: The United 
States statutes providing for proper vare of pus- 
sengers on boats, and prescribing means for the 
preservation of life, are very much neglected. 
It is safe to say not one vessel in ten complies 
strictly with the law. The most flagrant viola- 
tion of the law is that of a failure to keep a pas- 
senger list of each steamer that leaves port. 
With one or two excepuons this is not done, and 
should one of these buats be lost no more would 
be known of the passengers than there was on 
board the steamer Alpena, foundered last year 
on Lake Michigan. Last week a number of un- 
heensed tugs and scows were put in commission 
between Tonawanda and the Grand Army of the 
Republic camp at Sour Spring Grove. An in- 
Spector was sent dowa the river from Buffalo, 
and the bouts were notified to stop running or 
else take out the necessary papers and be prop- 
erly equipped with apparatus for saving life. 
A smali scow, without as much as a piece of 
board two feet long on board. was running across 
the river, carrying upwards of 150 people, and 
the ie she was in tow of had on ard a large 
party. 

ANOTHER OLD AND VALUABLB ONE (?). 


Erie Dispatch: The schooner-yacht'Phantom, 
of Buffalo, is in the city on an errand of a rather 
peculiar nature—namely, the finding of a sbip 
Alleged to have sunk twenty-seven years ago in 
Lake Erie, with a cargo of about 300 tons of 
copper ore. This cargo is a very valuable one, 
and, if found, will repay the projectors of the 
enterprise for the time, labor, and money that 
has been spent in the prosecution ot the seareh.

A moderately “ weli-fixed” broker said: 1 
think the clique are runninga sort of a scalp 
deal in October wheat. Some say they are fig- 
uring to get out a line of shorts. The August 
future is $1.34 to $1.344. and October went up 
to $1.26%. Ydu might ask Charley Danieis 
about it. They say he bas followed the clique 
so closely that everybody calls him Me too.“ 

The alleged leader of the bull ele ment in 
wheat remarked: I think September and Ucto- 
ber wheat will sell as high as August. The 
shorts are selling this month every day, and I 
don’t know whether the price will be put any 
higher or not. I can’t say bow large the August 
shortage isnow. But the crop of everything 
that grows out of the eartn is short this season 
the cereals, apples, peaches, everything.”

A LITTLE CORN DEAL. 


A bill was filed Tuesday in the Circuit Court 
by Francis J. Kennett & Co., commission mer- 
chants here, against Culver & Co., commission 
Merchants of this city, and J. F. Evans & Co., of 
Council Bluffs, la., to compel an accounting and 
the payment of certain tnoneys. It is charged 
that in November, 1880, Kennett, Hewitt & Co., 
predecessors of F. J. Kennett & Col made a 
contract with J. F. Evans and M. J. Cur- 
tis, of Council Biuffs, by which the latter were 
to send here for sale by the former a large 
quantity of corn. Kennett, Hewitt & Co. were 
to advance not to exceed 21 cents a bushel on 
ear corn actually in cribs at different stations 
along the line of the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy Railroad, owned by J. F. Evans 
& Co., and as security for such advances 
J. F. Evans & Co. were to give their notes, 
secured by bill of sale of corn in crib at the rate 
of 21 cents a bushel. The corn was to be 
shelled by J. F. Evans & Co., shipped at their ex- 
peuse, and tue proceeds ot the sale, after de- 
ducting advances with 8 per cent interest and 
1 per cent commissions, were to be paid over to 
J. F. Evans & Co. Under this arrangement 
Keunett, Hewitt & Co. advanced J. F. Evans 
& Co., $106,902, and received as security forty- 
eight notes of the latter secured by bills of sale 
ou 492.620 bushels of corn. Eighteen ot these 
notes for the aggregate of $38,660 were after- 
ward deposited with the First National Bank of 
Chicago as security for demand loans made by 
Kennett, Hewitt & Co. for a like amount, and 
the remaining thirty notes for $68,242 weré 
pledged to the Illinois Trust & Savings Bank for 
a similar purpose. 

Kennett, Hewitt & Co. becoming embarrassed 
in July last, and being pressed by the two bunks 
for paymentof their notes, applied to Culver & 
Co. totake up their paper,and holdthe J. F. 
Evans & Co. notes as securit’. They were also 
to sell the corn and repay themselves, and hold 
any balance for the security of any indebted- 
ness still owning by J. F. Evans & Co. to Ken- 
nett, Hewitt & Co. Ou the th ult., Culver & 
Co. paid off the amount due the 
above banks and took up the 
notes of Kennett, Hewitt & Co. and the securi- 
ties. The presont value of the corn covered by 
the bills of sale held by Culver & Co., over and 
above the advances and interest on the same, is 
about $60,000. At the time Culver & Co. agreed 
to make their advances, F. J. Kennett & Co. had 
sold for the account of J. F. Evans & Co. 260,000 
bushels of September corn at prices ranging 
from to i cents a bushel!’ When 
F. J. Kennett & Co. suspended in 
July last they requested Evans & Co. 
to buy in the corn at its then market price of 
48% cents a bushel, but the latter refused, and 
threatenea to hold complaimants responsible. 
The latter, therefore, have heid the deat open 
until now, when corn for the September option 
is worth 65 cents a busbel, and Evans & Co. owe 
them about $47,000, but have failed to 
put up more margins. Culver & Co. now 
claim they will not bold the Evans & Co. 
notes and security for any more than their own 
advances. and ape tet — fearing Cuiver & 
Co. may pay the balance realized after payment 


‘of their ndvances over to Evans & Co., ask for

D. R. Locke’s London Letter to Toledo Blade. 

It commences the moment yon leave the 
dock at New York. You have paid a very 
large sum for your passage, enough to enti- 
tle you to every comfort that money can buy. 
But there sets upon you i ediately a horde 
of blood-suckers, who hever let go till, 
gorged, they drop off at Liverpool. There is 
a sovereign to the man who makes your bed; 
there is the chambermaid, there is the table 
steward, the smoking-reom steward, the deck 
steward; there are collections for agylums in 
Liverpool; there are collections for the man 
who attends to the purser’s room, where a 
select few are treated to a little refreshment 
at 5 in the afternoon: re are fees for show- 
ing the machinery of the vessel; thére are 
tips for the Lord knows what. 

Then there is the English hotel. You 
contract for your room for so mucha yg 
and the sum is always a round one,—xad it is 
explained to you that you may order your 
meals from a bill of fare, the pfice of each 
dish being set down opposit its name.

Cook signed 
the following receipt for the money: 

Nxwank, O., Aug. 20, 1831.—Reccived of Will- 
jam C. Lyon $300 in gold, bei an additional 
amount of the One-Cent Cook Fund, forwarded 
by M. Halstead & Co., of the Cincinnati Commer- 
cal, C. A. Coox. 

The total sum realized by this singular one- 
cent movement, Whose purpose was to em- 
phatically indorse a singularly patriotic act, 
is aconsiderable amount, and will be well 
invested by its worthy recipient. The $32 in 
pennies, nickels, and dimes which was sent 
in a bag to Cook and received the day after 
the call for the subscription, was used as was 
intended, to discharge the fine and costs, and 
Cook holds the ’Squire’s receipt for the pay- 
ment of the fine and costs in full. The $150 
in gold next sent, and the $300 in gold yes- 
terday handed over to Cook, are on deposit 
in the First National Bank, this city. The 
total amount already received by Cook from 
the one-cent contribution is $482, and evi- 
dently.a neat sum besides the $175 watch is 
still to follow.

Stocks Opened Strong and Closed 
Firm and Dull. 


Money Bid Up to a Premium, but 
Becomes Easy Again. 


Reported Settlement of the Trank-Lin 
-War—Finances in Ohicago. 


The Produce Markets Generally Strong—Provisious 
Rather Quiet and Higher, but 
Clesed Easy. 


The Wave of Confidence in Breadstuffs Again 
Rising—A Good Shipping Demand 
for Wheat and Corn. 


FINANCIAL. 


Stocks opened strong and active. Higher 
prices caused realizing sales, and the market 
became dull. At the close it was firm but quiet. 

Money was did up to 1-64 of 1 per cent pre- 
mium, but atter the brokers had made up their 
loans it went down to 4% per cent. 

New York advices were more bullish than 
they have been for some time. Sage was quoted 
as saying that prices would advance loc in ten 
days. Gould was manipulating the advance, and 
was assisted by Secretary Windom's circular 
and the covering of shorts. The money pre- 
mium was due to manipulation. 

Large purchases of stocks have lately been 
made by persons who would naturally know 
whether the railroad war was likely to be set- 
tiled, and simultaneously comes the report that 
the railroads will make their peace about Sept. 
I. It is worth notice that President Garrett, of 
the Baltimore & Opio, has for some reason or 
other not issued the biast against Vanderbilt he 
was preparing, and that all the other raiiroad 
have suddenly  subsid This 
calm means something. There has been 
a great deal of hot and angry: talk 
between the railroad kings, so-called, and 
the public bas learned a good many things it 
would have remained ignorant of otherwise. 
Jay Gould is the one among them who has had 
the sense to keep still. 

We are informed on autbarity entitled to cre- 
dence that there is not a construction company 
witbin the Denver & Rio Grande ot the rapa- 
cious character that has been charged, but that 
the road is being honestly built. Good buyers 
of the stock were reported yesterday. 

Mr. Gould says in his gossip in the World that 
the earnings of the Western Union Company to- 
day are at a rate equal to nearly 9 per cent on 
ite capital: and if the bears bad courage enough 
to back up any of their statements as to the 
earnings of this property they could secure all 
the bets they wish that from the Ist ot July, 1881, 
to the Ist of July, 1882, the net earnings of the 
Western Union Company will amount to at least 
$6,500,000. Here is another case of a company 
that is paying out in dividends only a pat of its 
earnings, and making itseif very strong by 
the accumulation of a large cash reserve. 

Gen. Dodge, who is in New York, says that the 
general earnings of the Western roads will be 
larger this year than last year. What is lost in 
grain transportation, he says, will be gained in 
general business. 

Seven millions of gold have been bought by 
the Ban of France for transmission to the 
United States. Temporarily the money will be 
kept in use in Paris, but will be transmitted to 
this country next month. Of this 36.000. 000 
came from the Bankof St. Petersburg, which 
sold $8,000,000 of its gold in anticipation that 
Russian exports of wheat will bring in large 
amounts of gold later in the season. The prob- 
ability that Western Europe will have to ship 
gold to Russia, as well as to Italy and to the 
United States, must be remembered by those 
who are calculating the amount of gold imports 
and the effect on prices. 

According to one of Kiernan’s dispatches, the 
Chicago & Alton Company say that the yield of 
corn will be large between Springfield and Chi- 
cago. Between Springfield and St. Louis corn. 
is improved 25 to 30 per cent. Most of the corn 
on the line of the roadis raised north of Spring- 
fieid. 

ln the anthracite coal trade the situation re- 
mains unchanged, the Philadelphia Ledger says. 
The demand continues good, and the producing 
compaties have no difficulty in disposing of all 
of their large output. There is no indication at 
presentof any suspension of production, and 
very few in the trade talk of it. The market 
takes all the coal that can be shipped, and for 
some descriptions orders are much ahead of de- 
livery. With the trade in this healthy condition 
there is every prospect .of an early advance in 
prices, and consumers are about convinced that 
coal will be no lower this season, and that the 
prospect is that it will be higber as the autumn 
brings an increased demand. 

The Sun notes asa signiticant feature of the 
market the absence of any pressure to sell first- 
class investment bonds and stocks. The supply 
of such securities is, indeed, smaller than ever, 
and many kinds cannot be obtained at all. This 
shows that the prevailing decline in active 
stocks is not owing to a general financial parox- 
ysm, but is merely the result of overspeculation. 

If the tightness of money in New York was 
not manipulated it was not because the princi- 
pal speculators and owners of raiiroad property 
lacked the power. One of these speculating cap- 
Ialists owns securities, according to a financial 
writer in New Yorkawhicn would be good col- 
lateral to an amount greater than the entire 
capital of the New York banks. Two other 
speculative railroad Owners possess, together, 
nearly as much. 

The earnings of the Union Pacific Road for 
the first nineteen days of August were $1,586,877, 
an increase of $418,507. The Lilinois Central 
earnings for the second week of August show 
an increase of $30,000. The Iron Mountain earn- 
ings for the second week of August were $152, 
600, an increase of $7,708, and from Jan. 1 to 
Aug. 14, $4,173,228, an increase of $883,266. The 
Jersey Central earnings for July show an in- 
crease of $352,000. 

The following fluctuations show the range of 
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This country bas imported through New York 
between Jan. land Aug. 20 $43,105,784 less this 
year than last of merchandise, and $24,986,298 
less of specie and goods combined, The exports 
have been $14,654,809 less of both specie and 
merchandise. That is, the total imports have 
fallen from $332,777,974. to . 791.678, and the 
exports from $261 , 787,553 to $247,182,747. The ex- 
cess of imports is $60,658,929, awainst $70,990,415. 
The decline of exports is largely due to the 
manipulation of grain, which has been pushed 
up above the price at which it can be exported. 

Chicago bank clearings were $7,900,000. Loans 
were in good demand af5 per cent on call and 6 
@7 per cent on time. Country orders for cur- 
rency were heavy, and New York exchange re- 
mained weak at 75c@$L.00 per $1,000.

The New York Tribune says: The report of 
the Agricultural Bureau puts the yield of 1880 
at about 480,000,000 bu. The consumpton fer 
three years previous was not less than 273,000,000 
bu for food and seed, and both were larger in 
1880 than before. For example, an increase 
of 1,200,000 in population yearly im- 

an increase of over 6,000. - 
bu in cousumption of wheat. 
not more than 200,000,000 bu can 
have been left, after supplying domestic con- 
sumption for food and seed, from the crop of 
1880, that the ollicial reports of the Bureau of 
Statistics show that 175,000,000 bu of wheat, 
including its equivalent in flour, have been ex- 
ported from last year's erop. This would leave 
only 25,000,000 bu on hand, but the export of the 
San Francisco Produce Exchange indicates 
that over 30,000,000 bu remain on hand in the 
Pacific States alone, and the official report for 
Onio showed that over 10,000,000 bu of old wheat 
were on hand in that State alone, May 1. 
Hence it may be that the Bureau estimate for 
1880 was considerably too small.
